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Vasquez. 


The tSan Francisco Bulletin of a late 
tlate has the following concerning our 
protege: 
The excitement in regard to Vasqi ez 
lias nearly died out, and that notorious 
individual rests as calmly and undls- 
turbed in his cell as the occupant of 
the next apartment, who was only 
convicted of chicken-stealing. 
A few days since Judge Bidden of 
the Twentieth District Court, advised 
County Judge Parker to order Vas­ 
quez to be removed to San Jose to be 
confined in the jail at that place, be­ 
cause it had been represented to him 
(Judge Belden) that the jail in Salinas 
is insecure, either against an attack 
from the outside or from a well-plan­ 
ned strategetic movement on the in­ 
side; but Sheriff Sm ith considers that 
he is equal to the emergency, and can 
hold and produce Vasquez at any time 
he is wanted by the judicial authori­ 
ties. 
At present, Vasquez is very weak 
from the effects of his wounds, and 
from the unusual restraint in which 
he is placed, but when lio recovers the 
use of his limbs theShci iff will iron him 
' so securely that there will l>e no chain e 
whatever of his escaping. 
It is evident that his counsel will 
endeavor to stave oft' his trial to an 
indefinite period, hoping thereby to 
gain a point. 
Among the witnesses 
subpoenaed for the defense of Vasquez 
are Chavis, his former lieutenant, and 
Gonzales, one of his band, both of 
whom participated in the Tres Pinos 
murder. As there is a. reward of $‘2,000 
offered for Chavis, no doubt the Sher- 
iit will be delighted to servo that sub- 
pcena. 
June 17th, B. P. Tully of Gilroy, 
Vasquez’s counsel, arrived at Salinas, 
and was for a long time in commun­ 
ion with his client, whom lie says he 
can clear, as he did Moreno; in fact, it 
is supposed it w ill be the main en­ 
deavor of Vasquez’s lawyer to save bis 
life, get him imprisoned for life, and 
then lie will run the chances of escap­ 
ing from the State Prison. 


San Bernardino 
Items. 


From the Guardian of June 1 Jib. 
The Fourth w ill be celebrated In 
San Bernardino. 
Unusually heavy hay crops in Old 
San Bernardino. 
Some talk of a petition to hold an 
election under the Local Option Law. 
The laying of the foundation of the 
new Court House was commenced 
this week. 
It is rumored that Mr. Stevenson, 
who has the contract for carrying the 
mail from Spadra to San Bernardino 
via Riverside, intends running a stage 
on the route to carry passengers. 
The rose has its thorn; Eden had a 
serpent, and Old San Bernardino, the 
modern Eden, has, we regret to say, its 
own peculiar pest—the grasshopper. 
Capt. Grant’s grain field has already 
suffered severely from the mult idinous 
pests. 
Joe Clark sent us recently the skele­ 
ton of a moil-tor bird < Í tom e species, 
found by him while prospecting in the 
Cucamongo mountains. They were 
found far up in a long and deep cafion, 
and evidently had been washed out by 
the floods of last Winter. 
The skull 
and head of the bird measured seven 
inches; the thigh bone 11J inches and 
almost as large as the bone of a man’s 
arm. The first bone of the wing meas­ 
ured thirteen inches, and the second 
one seventeen inches in length. One 
quill as large as a man’s fore-finger 
was with the skeleton. They must 
have been the bones of an immense 
eagle or a condor. 
Mr. A. L. Seeley drove in town, 
Thursday 
afternoon, a four 
horse 
coach with several passengers,brought 
through from San Diego, via Julian 
City. Mr. Seely was awarded the con­ 
tract for carrying the mail between 
Svn Diego and this place, via Julian, 
and will begin making his regular 
trips the first of July. 
He informs us 
that he intends running a four-horse 
stage on the line, having stations 
along the route. 
This was the first 
trip, we believe, ever made with a 
four-horse coach, from Sau Diego via 
Julian to San Bernardino. The road 
from Julian is very good, the last fifty 
miles, from Temecula to town is in 
fine order for travel. 


Santa Barbara Items. 


From the Press o f June 11? 
IVin. D. Brown left at this office to­ 
day a piece of cinnibar-bearing rock, 
brought from one of the new quick­ 
silver mines in tins county. 
It is of a 
reddish blue, and is said to be a rich 
specimen. 
, The weather yesterday and to-day 
was the warmest we ever experienced 
in Santa Barbara. The mercury in 
the thermometer ranged among the 
eighties, the highest point reached be­ 
ing 88°. 
Even the oldest inhabitant 
said it was very warm. 
We are reliably informed that steps 
have been taken to commence enforc­ 
ing the Local Option Law this week. 
The saloon, men do not intend to re­ 
gard the law, it is said, unless com­ 
pelled to do so by Courts and juries, 
and will appeal all cases to the State 
Supreme Court, where we trust a de­ 
cision will be rendered at an early 
day. 
After prospecting around for some

Independent Movement in the West. 


The San Francisco Bulletin of the 
11th instant commends in the strong­ 
est terms the platforms adopted in Il­ 
linois and Indiana by the Independ­ 
ents, w ith one exception. 
It says: 
“ But upon one point only do they 
m ake a mistake. 
They seem to favor 
an incontrovertible paper currency. 
Probably of all classes in the country, 
the farmers ought to be the last to in­ 
dorse so dangerous a practice.” 
Now, 
let us take a look at this question with 
a fanner’s sagacity, and see if there is 
danger in it. 
Editors should not arró­ 
gale to themselves all knowledge. 
Farmers as a general rule think as 
correctly as any other men. They 
view this currency question in a very 
different light to that in which it is 
seen by editors, merchants and bond­ 
holders, and in our opinion in a far 
superior business light. 
They say: 
Our country is deeply involved, and 
all we have and all we can produce is 
mortgaged to pay the debt. The an­ 
nual installments must be met, or we 
will be sold out by the tax-collector. 
Now, if we came down to a metallic 
currency, there is not specie enough in 
the United States to pay the tax of 
one year. 
But if there was double the 
amount of specie in the country it 
would be impossible for us to have it 
so divided am ong us as to meet the de­ 
mands of the tax-collector. The paper 
currency is received by the tax-gath­ 
erers as readily as gold, and while there 
is over a half billion of paper in circula­ 
tion in addition to all the specie we 
have, we can hardly make enough to 
pay our taxes. 
Aud the tax woulu 
not be any less if there was not a dol­ 
lar in currency in the country. 
With 
these facts before us, is it wise in us 
to cry out for a reduction of currency ? 
W hat would be the result? The hold­ 
ers of United States bonds would soon 
order one grand sheriff’s sale, and the 
American homes that are now owned 
by us would pass iuto other hands, 
and we would be reduced to tenants. 
W e know the products of the farm 
feeds the world and must pay all Na­ 
tional debts, and the more plenty we 
can have currency, the easier will it 
be for us to raise the means. 
We also 
know that if everything was brought 
down to a specie basis, a day’s labor 
would be worth fifty cents; a cow 
which is now worth 
fifty dollars, 
would only be worth fifteen dollars; 
1. .. j ai. . i .. 
. . 
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per acre would sell for ten. 
But with 
all this reduction our taxes would not 
be reduced a cent. If we were out of 
debt we would not suffer by a reduc­ 
tion of currency, for then all would 
fare alike, but as we are now situated 
the creditors would soon devour the 
debtors. 
We are not surprised that 
bondholders and California bankers 
wish to reduce the volume of currency. 
I t is strictly a business transaction 
with them, and in the proportion they 
succeed just in that proportion do they 
increase their own wealth. We should 
not be surprised at any efforts they 
make to mould the public mind to 
suit their interest, and we were not 
surprised that the President vetoed 
the act of Congress, with such power 
behind the throne. But we are sur­ 
prised at editors, traders and laboring 
men who advocate a theory that 
would ruin themselves and impover­ 
ish the country. 
This is the view that 
the farmers of the W est took when 
they acted in Convention, and all the 
honest laboring men of the country 
are with them. 
If we are mistaken, 
we ask the editor of the B ulletin and 
all other editors to demonstrate to us 
how a reduction of the means to pay 
our debts, will facilitate the payment 
of those debts? The editor of the 
B ulletin says: “ The farmers produce 
is sold abroad for specie and he loses 
in the exchange,” etc. 
H e knows as 
well as we do, that not one-tenth of 
American produce is exporte*]—that 
the market is principally at home, 
and that it is the competition of the 
home market th at keeps up the price of 
grain and other products. The'r great­ 
est argument is the nation’s credit. We 
are not troubled on th at score. The 
bondholders alone are anxious about 
that. These are the farmers views, 
and from a practical standpoint they 
appear sound. 


F r o m a reliable source we learn that 
work will be commenced on the Lo> 
Angeles and Truxton Railroad about 
the first of next mouth, and the enter­ 
prise pushed forward as rapidly as pos­ 
sible. 
Arrangements for commencing 
operations are now completed, and in 
a few days workmen will commence 
erecting houses down at the bay for 
the accommodation of the officers and 
laborers of the railroad. 
As soon as 
the wharf is completed, the iron and 
ties for the track will be landed, and 
within the next six months the loco­ 
motive will be darting back and forth 
between Los Angeles and Truxton. 


S a l t L a k e has a sensation. A sol­ 
dier went into town, got drunk and 
violated an ordinance, for which he 
was captured and lodged in jail. Next 
morning an officer, with a detachment 
of mounted men, went to the civil 
authorities of the City of Saints and 
demanded the release of the soldier. 
The demand was refused, and the 
troops dug a hole through the jail wall 
aud carried offthe prisoner in triumph. 
The Mormon authorities offered no 
resistance. 
The act was an open defi­ 
ance of the civil municipal authority, 
and the question now is, what will

Railroads vs. Cart Roads. 


Early in the present century a dis­ 
covery was made which turned old 
ideas upside down, and set the world 
in motion. 
It started looms into new 
action; it enhanced the value of land 
throughout the country; it set the 
farmer to producing, and brought his 
market virtually tohis door; itcreated 
supplies which demanded exchanges; 
it made communities acquainted with 
each other, who had previously been 
comparative 
strangers, 
connecting 
them with a commercial bond, which 
soon 
ripened into confidence and 
friendship. 
Distances ceased to have 
an effect upon commercial honesty, 
and exchanges became tapid and cer­ 
tain. The magic agent which worked 
this change was steam power as ap­ 
plied to permanent ways, and used in 
opposition to horse power on ordinary 
roads, and the discovery has long since 
been conceded to be a reality: that a 
ton of goods can be moved over a rail­ 
road for 1$ cents per ton per mile at 
tlie rate of four hundred miles per day, 
while the cost of moving the same 
upon a common cart road was and is 
about twenty' cents per ton per mile, 
and this at a m axim um rate of only 
twenty' miles per day. The im m e­ 
diate effect of this discovery was to 
causea seeming commercial shrinkage 
of territory, a condensation of dis­ 
tances in localities where railways 
were at first introduced, which con­ 
densation has rapidly extended until 
we find that our continent is now read­ 
ily spanned in eight days, while in the 
year 1830 the same number of days 
freighting upon a cart road would have 
only netted a progress of one hundred 
and sixty miles, or thereabouts. It is 
evident th a t the introduction of this 
agent must materially affect internal 
trade as regards great centers. As this 
country becomes more compact in its 
communications, there will bea result­ 
ant centralization 
towards certain 
points which must control commerce. 
These points in the days of cart roads 
were necessarily numerous, and in size 
proportioned to the business done and 
trade facilities required. 
Now the 
g n a t centers are few in number, but 
stride onward to immense proportions, 
making themselves the great foci of 
exchanges and the clearing houses for 
a vast territory' around them. The 
geographical position of Los Angeles 
indicates it as likely to become the 
great center of Southern California 
and Arizona. 
Backed by the immense 
mineral 
and wealth-producing re­ 
sources of her surrounding country, 
she will soon rival San Francisco, in 
the extent and value of her m ining 
interests. 
In order to accomplish this 
glorious coiisuiiiiuuiion, one thing is 
yet required, and that is cheap and 
rapid communication with her back 
country, and a consequent shrinkage 
of time, condensation of territory and 
close connection of business interests. 
The realization of this is so closely 
connected with the prosperity of Los 
Angeles as to be becoming an impera­ 
tive want. 
Now is the time to move; 
delays are dangerous. 
The future 
capital of Southern California should 
never allow herself to b e deprived of 
her legitimate trade by more alert 
rivals.

From F r a n c is D. Cl a r k of New 
York city we have received a pam ­ 
phlet entitled “ 184(1—1874. 
A Roll of 
the Survivors of the First Regiment of 
New York Volunteers, Commanded 
by Colonel J o n a t h a n D. S t e v e n ­ 


so n, which served in Upper and Lower 
California during the Mexican W ar 
and disbanded on the Pacific Coast in 
the Fall of 1848, and known to be Liv­ 
ing January 1st, 1874; also, incidents 
pertaining to the Fleet which conveyed 
the Regiment to California, Officers 
known to be Deceased and record of 
deaths since January 1st, 1871.” The 
work is compiled by Mr. Cl a r k , who 
was a member of Company D of the 
famous Regiment. 
He has taken 
great pains to learn the locality of 
those of his old comrades who have 
not. yet crossed the “ dark river.” 
Among the names of the survivors we 
find those of Mo se s W . P e r k y, P e t e r 
HOMrsoN and A u g u st A iil e k s of 
C iiupany A, aud — W a l t h e r s of 
Company K, set down as residents of 
Los Angeles. It is now Mr. Cl a r k ’s 
purpose to place a copy of the record 
in the hands of each of his old com­ 
panions in arms still living, and lie 
requests those who have failed to re­ 
ceive the work to address him at 10 
Cortlandt street, New York. If either 
of the gentlemen named as a resident 
of this city will call on the editor ol 
i lie H e r a l d , lie will be pleased to pre­ 
sent him witli the copy in liis posses­ 
sion.

Saturday night last, Coroner Rich­ 
ardson proceeded to hold an inquest 
on the body of Feliz, who was found 
dead in the zanja above the city. Re­ 
fugio Botello testified to the finding of 
the body in tho zanja about half-past 
six o’clock r. m. H e had evidently 
been in tho water only a short time, 
as the body was not rigid at the time 
of discovery. H e had no appearanoe 
of any violence on his person. His 
horse was standing loose near the zanja 
above where his body was lying. Refu­ 
gio Botello, a little boy between seven 
and eight years of age, made the fol­ 
lowing statement: Yesterday evening 
I saw the man who was drowned. 
He 
came up to the railroad crossing on the 
zanja and tried to cross. 
I tried to get 
him to slop, as he could not cross there 
on the t ics with his horse. H e was, or 
appeared to be, drunk. 
He get off his 
horse niul fell into the water and 
drowned. 
The Ju ry returned a verdict th at the 
deceased, Nicolas Feliz, was a native 
of Mexico, aged about 74 years, and 
th at he came to his death on the 13th 
day of June, by accidental drowning 
in the zanja, and that no blame is at­ 
tached to any person for the drowning.

Taking tho A naheim branch of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad we went 
out two've miles, to this new thriv­ 
ing village, the present terminus of 
the road. The road runs on the line 
of the Los Angeles and Han Pedro 
Railroad as far as Florence, eight 
miles, (hence diverging it runs direct 
towards Anaheim, 
it passes through 
one of tho richest portions of this 
great valley, and as wo Icivc the en­ 
virons of the city 
with 
beautiful 
orange orchards, and finely cultivated 
lands on either side, with yards and 
gardens filled with flowers and semi- 
tropical fruits, we are impressed with 
tlie idea that no other spot on earth 
possesses more charms than this; and 
while we noticed the large am ount of 
unoccupied land all along this short 
route leading directly out of this city, 
the richest soil in the world, in one of 
tiie best climates in the world—wait­ 
ing for the Eastern husbandman to 
come and settle thereon and bring out 
its untold wealth, our thoughts run 
forward a few years to the tim e when 
there will bi a family, perchance on 
every five-acre or twenty-acre lot of 
this country, cultivating the orange 
and other semi-tropical fruits, and 
growing as this soil only can produce, 
all those products and luxuries which 
supply our m arkets and furnishour 
tables. 
Arriving at Los Nietos, we found a 
nice depot, passenger and freight com­ 
bined, with good accommodations, all 
presided over by a very gentlemanly 
clerk, who takes a delight in contrib­ 
uting to the enjoyment of visitors. 
Near by is a cluster of new buildings 
and others going up, among which are 
a few residences, two or three stores 
and groceries, and a farming imple­ 
m ent establishment kept by Hon. J. 
\V. Venable, a member of the Assem­ 
bly from this county. 
Here too is 
quite a large lumber yard, furnishing 
materials for the rising town. This is 
tho present Los Nietos—the nucleus 
for the future little city. 
All these 
improvements have occupied but a 
few weeks' time, and its future is 
bright. 
We accepted an invitation 
and accompanied Mr. Venable to his 
hospitable home, and spent the night 
in his pleasant family, one and a half 
miles distant, at old Los Nietos where 
a settlement was first made. Here 
i.os Nietos College is still carefully 
fostered, and here, too, is a public 
school of over one hundred pupils. 
T hat our readers m ay understand the 
social and moral status of the people 
of this settlement, wo will state, as we 
were informed, the hall in 
which 
tho public gatherings are held is occu­ 
pied regularly by preaching, and a 
very large and interesting Sunday 
school on the Habbath, and almost 
evtry night in the week by preaching, 
prayer meetings, Lodge of Good Tem­ 
plars, singing school and society meet­ 
ings. This section lies in the vicinity 
of the Los Angeles and San Gabriel 
rivers, and is a low level country, 
water being reached in the rainy sea­ 
son at three or four feet and in the 
d y season, at eight or ten feet; thus 
irrigation is not actually needed for 
tlie production of most crops, yet 
water accelerates their growth and in­ 
creases the yield largely. 
Now a few 
facts relative to the production of the 
soii here, and the pnces oí these lands. 
Land herew ith good cultivation will 
yield a crop of barley of from fifty to 
sixty bushels to the acre, and after­ 
wards a crop of corn of eighty to one J 
hundred bushels to the acre; two crops | 
of these staple products in twelve j 
months. Three have been produced, j 
raising a good crop of potatoes or cab- 
bago and other vegetables after the 
corn crop matures. Of small grains, 
barley is decidedly the crop for this 
section, yielding sometimes eighty 
bushels to the acre. As a corn sec­ 
tion, this cannot he beaten in the 
country. One hundredand forty bush­ 
els have been produced to tlie acre. 
Here we saw five stalks of corn which 
had been pulled from one hill, last 
year, eighteen feet high, and upon 
which hung thirteen well-developed 
ears, most of them beyond our reach. 
Corn has grown here over twenty feet 
high. 
In the month of May we stepped 
into a corn field, where the new Spring 
growth of corn stood above our head. 
B ets weighing over 
one hundred 
{ 
lounds, squashes weighing nearly two 
lundred pounds, etc., have been raised. 
In Mr. Venable’s apple orchard of 
yearling trees, set out in the crchard 
one 
year ago last W inter (little 
switches about the size of a m an’s 
finger and from five to eight feet high), 
m any of the trees now stand fifteen to 
eighteen feet high, with handsome 
tops hanging full of fruit. 
The trunks 
of these trees average four to five 
inches in circumference. 
W here can 
this be beaten? Echo answers, where ? 
The character of the soil is a sandy 
loam. 
It never bakes or cracks in dry 
weather, and can be worked immedi­ 
ately after a rain. In speaking of the 
quality of the soil, we m ight have 
stated that here is land on which corn 
has been produced one hundred years, 
which now yields annually one hun­ 
dred bushels to the acre. 
So rapid is the growth of vegetation 
th at in a few months a settler can be 
deriving a small income from his 
lands. 
We were shown places of 
twenty and forty acres, opened up by 
new-comers last Fall, and now, within 
a space of six months, say, their 
grounds arc sot out in trees and these 
same lands are bringing in quite an 
income from strawberries, vines, and 
other small fruit, potatoes etc.

Prof. Cain's Lecture--Racy, Very. 


It was an exhaustive effort which 
Prof. Cain put forth at tlie Court House 
last Sunday evening. The room was 
well filled, a very respectable audi­ 
ence being on hand to sec tho fun. 
The Professor waxed uncommonly 
eloquent, sarcastic and philosophical 
by turns as lie proceeded through the 
discourse, illustrating it by “ fucks” 
which were altogether beyond contro­ 
versy. 
H is truths were demonstrated 
variously by an ear of corn, a handful 
of beans, and several charts, 
the 
handiwork of Professor Mooney, of 
which great man the lecturer claimed 
to he a pupil and a profound admirer. 
H e quoted fluently from “ Haradoat- 
us,” “ Hippocrnttus,” 
and 
several 
other ancient philosophers and histor­ 
ians, and familiarly referred to the 
Pyramids of Egypt, with m any other 
big things on ice. H e proved to the 
entire satisfaction of all th at tlie 
white m an is really of quite a recent 
production, compared with his red and 
black brothers. W hen Moses found the 
burning bush in tiie mountain, and 
through it had his little chat w ith tlie 
Lord, lie was told to put his hand into 
his bosom, and when lie drew it out 
again it was turned white. 
From this 
circumstance — Moses’ white hand— 
the white race sprang, though just 
how the lecturer did not very lucidly 
explain. The only difference between 
the three races is that tho black m an 
has seven skins, the white m an five, 
and the red m an three; you peel a 
nigger and you have a white man; 
peel a w hite man twice and you have 
an Indian; and this all in accordance 
with “ fundamental fucks.” 
“ When God created the world he did 
not create men, he created m a n , and 
that m an was Adam.

I ’d like you to tell me if I aint your 
brudder. 
Yes; you can’t get away 
from that. 
I ’ve got you t liar, whether 
you like it or no, and I’m gw inetohold 
you to it. 
Another thing: 
Send a 
little baby out into the world, and 
bring it up to talk nothing, and what 
will it talk ? Hebrew. Yes sir. Well, 
a white baby, or a black baby, or a red 
baby, will all talk Hebrew, showing 
they all have the same fundamental 
powers.” 
W e regret that we cannot give the 
Professor’s lecture in full, as it was 
very racy. At the conclusion of his 
general remarks he recited an original 
“ pom e” (written by himself— nobody 
else), and we give selections from it 
as a m atter of literary curiosity.

ERTY.
